I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
17th instent, in which you ask for authority to spend a 
sum of approximately $100.00 for sewing materials, supplies, 
etc. ral the promotion of vocational instruction at your 
school. 


It will be in order for you to make these 
purchases from time to time as the need erises, on the 
unéerstanding that the totel expenditure will not exceed 
the amount stated. 


I was gled to learn that you were satisfied with 
the new roof on the teacherage. A few weeks ego I discussed 
with the Surveys & Engineering Branch the desirability of 
undertaking certain repairs to the porch. I regret to 
state, however, thet in view of existing conditions there 
is not even a remote possibility that these repairs can be 
undertaken at this date. This applies also to the 
mimeograph unit referred to in the second last yoreqrem® 
of your letter. Few Propie; other then the officiels at 
Ottawa, realize the difficulty we are experiencing these 
days in securing certain supplies. [I have in mind 
particularly typewriters, furnaces for Indian day schools 
and repairs for such furneces. As « matter of fect all of 
us must realize thet this nation is fighting for its 
existence and that the days ahead will demand the exercise 
of a great deal of self-sacrifice and the exercise of a 
great deal of patience on the part of all of us. We are 
constantly Ged, however, that at the end of the war 
there are likely to be huge surpluses of supplies that 
will be, at that date, evailable for our schools. In the 
meantime it would appear that we can do nothing, other 
than to make the best possible use of the limited supplies 
at our disposel.

"familiar with that langusge, we forgot to mention in our 
"estimsate the heating apparatus, blinds and double windows, 
“as we did not even understand exactly the dimensions of 
*the small builcing. For these reasons it would be im 
*possibis for us to erect the said buildings for the prices 
"mentioned in our previous tender, and we beg you to be 
*kind enough to consider the enclosed tender in its place.*®

There vere at the place of the sie some white 
men residing outside of the reserve who desired to purchase 
the bvildinge, and I thought it right to serd the lhe- 
partment the net amount of the sale; but I see thet I went 
too far outride of my powers, and as I was new in the 
porition, Mr.Blain, it seems to me, ought to have in- 
formed me; but, far from that, it was he who stronely 
advised me to make out this list of expenses, seyine that 
he was acting in his capacity as notary pubiic, and that 
he would charge §4.00 for the deed. 

I went to Caughnawaga on a Sunday, asuthorized 
by letter from the Tepartment deted May 31,No0.154172-5, 
to announce the ssle at the churchedoor. It was for this 
trip that I charged $1.50 as also for the promissory notes 
of $1.00. 

I acted in good faith in this matter ard followed 
the advice of Mr.Blain, my superior. 

If efter theee explanstions you think that the 
Department ourht tort this money, I will collect from 
those who received it for their work and will send the 
amount to the Nepartment. 

I doubt very much that Michel Montour told you 
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955023 


that it was understood that the expenrer of the sale 

were to be paid in addition to tho purchase price as 
announced; and this same Michel Montour since his return 
from Ottawa has been going all over the viliag: of 
Cuughnawaga announcing to the Iroquois that the assistant 
azont had obtained money unier false pretences, besides 
that this had been told him by officers or Indinn Arfairs 
at Ottawa. 

I thought that I ought to have been permitted 
as assistant agent and new in my porition to give ex- 
Planstions to my superiors in the Department in order to 
clear myself and to correct my error ,if possible, before 
a charge should be made against me to the Indians.

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On July 4th I was authorized to perform certain 
work at the Government school buildings on the Caughnawaga 
Indian Reserve, and I at once applied to the Accounts Branch 
which immediately took the matter up with the Purchasing Com- 
mission for obtaining the materials required, the estimated 
cost of which is about $100.00. 


The work was urgently meeded and had to be done 
during the school holidays. These materiale have not yet been 
\ received, and a good amount of time has thus been lost owing 
to the fact that the men did not have the necessary materials 
on hand. I wish,therefore, to inform the Department that if 
this proceeding is to be followed every time small quantities 
of materials are required, I shall not be held responsible for 
the delay in the performance of the work and also the cost of 
same. Unless I am given more latitude in the execution of my 
work outside of the office I regret to say that it is almost 
impossible for me to transact business to the best advantage 
of the Department.

an allowance prizes in the schools at the end of the 
year. From 1915 to 1921, the Department aliowed $20.00 
for each school. Last year I asked for $10.00 extra for 
The Continuatiom Class which was granted. 


In view of the fact thet the number of children 
attending school has 60 incressead, that the price of books 
has not in any way lowered, it is very 4ifficult to give 
rewards to the pupils as the amount ailowed is insufficient. 
On the supposition that the Department would still allow 
$50.00, it would only be an average of 12 cts for each 
chilé. It is next to impossible to get 4 book for iess 
than 75 cts or $1.00, and unless I go bargein hunting for 
@ month ahead, [ cannot make ends meet. I would therefore 
ask for further allowance leaving it to your good judgment 
as to how much more than y50.00 the Department coulda give 
for this purpose. 


The children heave put in a good yeer's work, I 
would lixe them to lexuve school happy and satisfied for 
nothing so influences chila@ren for renewed efforts as con= 
tentment. All of us want adequate reward for our eiforts 
and surely children #re no exception to tuis rule. 


I will await your reply before proceeding any 
further with the preparations for the end of the school 
year.

In making the purchase of these priges, it will be 
necessary for you to obtain itemized sccounts, in duplicate, from 
the merchants from whom the goods are purchased. These accounts 
you should hand to Mr. Agent Brosseau, who is being informed of 
the amount allowed, and he will then certify these accounts and 
forward to the Department in order that payment can be made.

I understand that Mr. Chene is to proceed to 
Caughnawagea on duty, and, as no provision has been made 
for the special classes that were held @n the Delorimier 
building, I feel that a decision ie timely concerning 
the question of temporary accommodation. 


The Department has received a release from 
John ©. Delorimier in connection with the leasing of the 
property in which he has a joint ehare with Mre. Annie kK. 
Delorimier. On March 27th, last, Mre. Delorimier wae 
given notice of the Department's intention to lease the 
property for one year, commencing June firet, 1924. She 
hee been paid rental to December Slet, next. Mr. Indian 
Agent Letourneau, at our request, has written her for a 
release from paying any further rental. We gave up our 
use of the property on June 30, last. 


In view of the difficulties in connection with 
thie estate and the unsatisfactory sanitary conditione 
of the Delorimier house (which caused the Department to 


look for another building for the two classes) I wish to 
recommend that Mr. Chene make arrangements with Mr. C. W. 
Cloud, owner of a building opposite the teacher's residence, 
for one year's rental. He has signified willingness to 
rent for $150 per annum. 


Mr. Letourneau estimates the alteratione and 
decorating to the Cloud property at $500, but I believe 
that the work can be done for lese. I also recommend 
that Mr. Chene receive your authority to undertake the 
alteratione and decorating that are necessary for our 
purposes.

I wish to report on my recent visit to the 
Caughnawega RK. C.- Indian Day School. I made a special 
study of the question of accommodation that is needed 
this activity. At present, classes are coné@ucted in 
buildings: 1. the Girls' School; 2. the Boys' School; 
3. the former Protestant School; 4. the building we are 
renting. As we hope to release the third mentioned pbuilding 
for a Protestant Day School next year and as the rented 
puilding is wholly unsuitable, I gave first attention to 
the best use of the accommodation in the two brick buildings, 
the Boys' end the Giris' Schools. Four classes can be 
accommodated in the Girls' building if the roof is raised. 
The rooms on the second floor of the Boys' School are not 
suitable for classroom purposes and can be used for type- 
writing and domestic science. The classrooms on the first 
floor are quite suitable. The two o1a buildings, there- 
fore, look after six classes, but ten classrooms are 
required, as follows:

First Grade 2 classrooms, 
Second Grade - 
Third Grade bd 
Fourth Grade classroom, 
Fifth Grade - 
Sixth Grade J 
Continuation " 


This means, of course, coeducation practically throughout 
the whole school. It is true that there are two classrooms 
for each of the three first grades; but my suggestion to the 
Sister Superior wes that they have boys and girls in each 
and divide the reserve so that the Little children would be 
studying in the closest buildings. 


The Sister Superior has lately written that she 
believes a still further classroom is necessary, due to the 
large increase expected in the continuetion group for the 
acedemic year 1927-28. I have answered her letter, pointing 
out that it might be possible to organize the work 50 that 
the extra room would not be needed. 


In addition to the ten classrooms, @ dome stic 
science room and & typewriting room, the school should have 
an auditorium. As four classrooms and an auditorium sare 

-required in the new building, this suggested to Mr. Chene 4 
two storey building with four classrooms on one floor and an 
auditorium on the other. A small room might be set off as 
an office. When it is known exactly what accommodation is 
really necessary, I shall prepare another memorandum. The
